The Russians are digging ditches 
through the roads and felling trees 
across them, the police said.

an indication that his plurality on 
complete returns will be slightly 
above 40,000. 
Leads and Speculation. 

Smith’s average lead in the pre- 
cincts reported was 32 and Thomp- 
son’s was nine. Most of the unre- 
ported precincts on Democratic 
candidates are in Republican coun- 
ties‘and most of those unreported 
on Republican candidates are in 
Democratic counties. In both cases 
the party votes will be smaller 
than the average per precinct. 

The excess of the Democratic 
vote over the- Republican, and the 
huge size of Smith’s plurality,, 
have caused much speculation as 
to whether there has developed a 
break in the Republican trénd in 
Missouri, which has been apparent 
in the last several elections, and 
whether Smith has loomed as a 
particularly formidable candidate 
for the November election.

The Right to Be a Communist 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The indictment of the 12 Communist 
leaders is an indictment endangering 
the classic concept of American freedom. 
As such it menaces the nation more than 
it does the Communists. 

If we are to adopt a policy that ne- 
gates the essential idea of civil liberty 
upon which this nation was founded, the 
American people should at’ least be con- 
scious they are breaking with the past. 

For the first time in American history 
a legal American political party faces 
official: Government action which if suc- 
cessful might close a newspaper, ban 
meetings and silence free speech. 

It seems to me that this would so 
breach the Bill of Rights that the flood- 
tide of repression would increase rather 
than diminish. ; 

If history teaches us anything, if we 
fan gain any wisdom from its perusal 
in the annals of Nazi Germany, Fascist 
Italy and Spain, it is that such attacks 
never stop with the Communists, but 

row until labor movements are smashed 
nd all minorities are silenced.

I write this.as an American Commu- 
nist. I write it in the belief that Ameri- 
can freedom of expression has not with- 
ered so far that an American wrongfully 
charged, in effect, with treason to his 
own country will be denied a voice in 
the columns of the Post-Dispatch. 

Perhaps at such a time an American 
Communist may be pardoned if he 
writes of that which at another time he 
would not boast. My great-great- 
grandfather fought in the American 
Revolution and was for that Revolution 
before it was generally popular. My 
great-grandfather was an Abolitionist 
and for a time suffered a degree of op- 
probrium and persecution. 

These men, and thousands of other 
Americans, took stands that they be- 
lieved would benefit our country, and 
which did benefit our country, at a time 
when to do so took no little courage. 

Because of them, and because.of thou- 
sands of other Americans, I am proud 
of our country’s history and believe it 
incumbent on their descendants to act 
for what they believe to be the best in- 
terests of the American people regard- 
less of the personal consequences. 

I believe that socialism would benefit 
the United States and that whether Iam 
right or wrong in this belief I have 
_.a constitutional right to advocate it. I 
“know that the Communist party of the 
United States favors socialism for the 
United States and I also know that it 
does not favor forvre and violence. 

. * > 

It seems to me that this case against 
the Communists is of s0 much impor- 
tance to all Americans that the public 
might be interested in why a Communist 
believes his party does not advocate 
force. 

. In the first place we believe that such 
‘@ great and fundamental social change 

as the transformation of a nation from 
capitalism to socialism cannot be made 
unless the decisive majority of the peo- 
‘ple favor such a change. We believe 
* that revolution by conspiracy is a fairy 
- tale and an impossibility. 

We hope peacefully to persuade—and 
I believe we ultimately shall persuade— 
the American people that wars, depres- 
sions, discrimination and poverty can 
only be banished by socialism. We be- 
‘ lieve that those who advocate force and 
violence are enemies of the people, re- 
tard the progress toward socialism and 
lay the basis for repression and fascism. 

Because of this belief Article IX, Sec- 
tion 2, of the constitution of the Commu- 
nist party of the United States declares: 
-“adherence to or participation in the 
activities of any clique, group, circle, 

faction or party which conspires or acts 
to subvert, undermine or overthrow any

When Dougherty was tried and convicted for 
eaving the scene of an automobile accident, 

swore that Dougherty had promptly 
reported to him as a public officer. Two high- 
ranking policemen and a Star-Times reporter 
said, however, that Callanan told them he had 
not seen Dougherty on the night of the accident. 
Callanan was acquitted: of perjury by a jury 
whose foreman indicated it may have been 
influenced by the severity of the perjury penal- 
ties. 

The executive secretary of the National Asso- 
ciation of Coroners, who came to St. Louis to 
support Callanan’s 1944 opponent, Dr. Martin 
Glaser, said Callanan told him to “get out of 
town or I'll break every bone in your body.” 
Soon after Callanan took office, an undertaker 
who solicited business from the city accused him 
of demanding a $200-a-month kickback. - When 
William Howard, a Negro, was shot down by a 
policeman, four of the six members of the 
coroner’s jury said Callanan told them to bring 
in a verdict of justifiable homicide. 

Callanan has been arrested many times for 
investigation and was twice convicted of pro- 
hibition violations.‘ He is a brother of Law- 
rence Callanan, the roughneck boss of the stean- 
fitters union, an ex-convict and a champion of 
Forrest Smith for Governor. 

If the voters prefer the Republican, John H. 


Ledbetter will be Sheriff. Ledbetter’s nomina-: 


tion was a deserved rebuke to Mayor Kauf- 
mann’s faction for supporting Anton Schuler, a 
low-grade official of long standing. But Led- 
better’s particular distinction is not very attrac- 
tive either. Namely, he is a lieutenant of 
Joseph L. (Bombie) Spicuzza, the Fifth Ward 
boss who is reaching out for the whole city. 

Do the voters want Callanan? It is hard to 
believe they would touch him with a 10-foot 
pole. Do they want Ledbetter? Not, surely, with 
any relish. This is one more depressing example 
of the kind of choice voters must make when 
they leave it to the professionals to pick ihe 
candidates. 

The larger question is whether, with all the 
attendant expense, spoilsmanship and worse, 
voters need to fill the obsolete office of St. 
Louis Sheriff at all. Let us hope that the 
overdue’ revision of the city charter will happen 


. soon, that the next Sheriff will be the last. 


But the voters will have to take the ball away 
from the politicians to accomplish even that. 
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Oklahoma Passes Up Missouri 


It was said in these columns some six months 
ago that even the Southern state of Oklahoma 
was passing up Missouri with respect to provid- 
ing educational opportunity for Negro citizens. 
Latest developments in Oklahoma prove this 
conclusively. 

The Oklahoma State Government has now 
gone to work on a bill for the next session of 
the Oklahoma Legislature to make a basic 
change in a 40-year-old rule of racial segregation 
in education. The change would be to admit 
Negroes to the State University at Norman and 
to the Agricultural and Mechanical College at 
Stillwater when Negro students cannot obtain 


“the courses they desire to study at Langston 


University, the state college for Negroes. 

Why is not a similar step in‘the direction of 
equal educational opportunity being taken in 
Missouri? Are those who control higher educa- 
tion in this state less concerned with justice to 
all citizens than their counterparts in the South- 
ern state of Oklahoma? 

Gov. Donnelly’s wise veto of the bill to ap- 
propriate $400,000 for a new separate Negro law 
school in St. Louis puts this issue squarely be- 
fore the next session at Jefferson City. It will 
indeed be a sorry comment on civil rights in 
Missouri if the University of Missouri authori- 
ties, the curators and the legislators do not move 
promptly to catch up with educational policy de- 
velopments in Oklahoma. 
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- The sudden drop in the temperature of the 
cold war is rivaled only by St. Louis’ delightful 
resort weather. 
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Outlook for the Legislature 


Fifteen incumbents are among the nominées 
for the 22 legislative posts to be filled by St. 
Louis voters in November. The voters did well 
to renominate for the lower house men like 
Lawrence Roos, Harry Schendel, Fred Columbo, 
Edwin A. Smith and Josiah Thomas. These men 
have been attentive to their duties, have exer- 
cised sound judgment and have served no special 
interest. Bruno Sendlein and Robert M. Uxa 
are two other incumbents whose records, de- 
spite some aberrations, seem to justify the re- 
nominations which they have received. 

On the other hand, Representatives Siefert, 
Baumann, Walsh, Griffin and Eaves could have 
been dropped from the list without any material 
damage to either St. Louis or the State of 
Missouri. Mr. Walsh and Mr. Griffin find

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A Test for the Mayor, Too 

Although he was not a candidate, the Republi- 
can primary was something of a test for Mayor 
Kaufmann. Sometimes accused himself of try- 
ing to build a new machine in St. Louis, the 
Mayor—or rather those candidates to whom he 
gave his support—ran into a fairly tough rump 
organization which, for all its looseness, looked 
more than a little like a machine in the mak*ng. 

The strength of this faction centers largély 
around the Fifth Ward’s Bombie Spicuzza and 
Magistrate W. T. O. Hart of the Twenty-eighth 
Ward. But it is also a reflection of the statewide 
split in the G.O.P. ranks as a result of the rivalry 
between former National Committeeman Barak 
Mattingly and the new committeeman, Howard V. 
Stephens. The Mayor is in the Mattingly camp; 
his local rivals adhere to the Stephens faction. 

In his encounter with this new force, the 
Mayor was victorious on the whole, but only 
by a slight preponderance. Thus, the candidate 
for Governor with Mattingly-Kaufmann support. 
Murray E. Thompson, carried St. Louis by only 
a few more than 3000 votes. Seventeen wards 
were held in line for him while 11 hroke over 
to the support of Manvel H. Davis. The Kauf- 
mann candidates for City Treasurer and Coroner 
also were victorious by votes too slight for very 
loud cheers. 

The Spicuzza faction, on the other hand, suc- 
ceeded in nominating its man, John H. Led- 
better, for Sheriff. Most significant of all, seven 
of the eight incumbent Republican City Commit- 
teemen opposed by the Mayor were re-elected. 
Here the Kaufmann purge’ backfired badly, but 
the Mayor probably still has the support of the 
committee's majority. 


What this probably adds up to is that Mr. 


Kaufmann will have less than solid Republican 
organization support if he seeks re-election next 
year, but the defection does not seem great 
enough to presage defeat. ; 

After all, the voters will have the last word; 
and they will be guided less by the number of 
professional politicians supporting the Mayor 
than by his good works in office.

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What the Rent Control Vote Shows 


Passage of a poorly drawn and probably inef- 
fective rent control ordinance by a majority of 
2 to 1 shows that local rent control is needed in 
St. Louis and that it is popularly demanded. 

It also shows something more. It shows that 
every failure of democratic government is an 
opportunity for the Communists, their fellow 
travelers and front organizations. 

When the St. Louis City Administration fum- 
bled the ball on rent control, the Progressive 
Citizens of America. a strongly Communist-in- 
filtrated organization, was quick to pick it up.

One Year of Taft-Hartley 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


New law has demonstrably lessened and shortened strikes, business 
journal says; but it raises a disturbing and unsettled question of 
expanding Government regulation; is industrial peace worth the 
possible cost in Government dictation of wages, prices and profits?

The Taft-Hartley labor act is a giant of 
a law. It is also an infant, only one year 
old. 

The law was enacted to lessen strikes 
and shorten strikes. This it has done, It 
was enacted also to curb jurisdictional dis- 
putes between rival unions, and the ac- 
companying secondary boycotts. This, too, 
it has done, It was designed to push Com- 
munists out of key positions in labor unions, 
and to a large ex- 
tent it has forced the 
unions to clean their 
own houses. 

As for peace in la- 
bor-management re- 
lations, it has pro- 
duced a superficial 
appearance of peace, 
just as the presence 
of a policeman on the 
street discourages 
the brawling neigh- 
bor kids from throw- 
ing rocks — as long as the cop is looking. 
But the real spirit of peace and the means 
of achieving it in a permanent and funda- 
mental way are not yet in sight. 

It will take years for the courts to clari- 
fy all points in the law. This is natural, 
for the law is general in its language, and 
labor practices are very complicated, just 
as all human relations are complicated. It 
took years to clarify, even partially, the 
Wagner labor law, under which unions 
grew their spreading wings. 


NLRB Clogged with Cases 


The National Labor Relations Board, 
which is a sort of combination police sta- 
tion and lower trial court for the Taft- 
Hartley law, is jam-packed with cases, and 
no one has any clear idea of how they can 
all be handled expeditiously. 

Court injunctions, allowed by the new 
law in certain cases, have been used suc- 
cessfully to stop a few big: strikes, and 
injunctions have been welcomed by the gen- 
eral public because they give temporary re- 
lief from strikes. But most people know 
that a system which requires so many com- 
mands 6f “thou shalt not” is not a reliable 
system for the long pull, especially when 
the command is that “thou shalt not for 
80 days.” 

Just as labor unions have abused their 
power, so may Government and courts 
abuse their power with the weapon of in- 
junction at some future time, and so the 
fate of the injunction is generally regarded 
as a piece of unfinished business. 

In two basic industries—coal and ship- 
ping—labor’s final economic weapon, the 
strike, has been prevented by federal court

orders issued under authorization provided 
by the Taft-Hartley Act. 

The Government, by insisting that a work 
stoppage in coal or shipping constitutes a 
“national emergency” which cannot be tol- 
erated, has established a far-reaching prece- 
dent. Not only has the Government inter- 
vened in what used to be considered pri- 
vate quarrels, but it has put itself into the 
precarious business of defining what are 
basic industries affecting the “national 
health and safety.” 

By realistic standards, steel and com- 
munications and transportation also are 
“basic.” Where does the list stop? 

But in addition to deciding what involves 
the “national health and safety,” the Gov- 
ernment also has requested injunctions to 
stop labor practices seriously threatening 
“the public welfare.” Such injunctions have 
been, granted against the International 
Typographical Union, against General Mo- 
tors and against John L, Lewis and the 
United Mine Workers. 


How Broad Is “Public Welfare”? 


The “public welfare” plainly takes in a 
bigger and fuzzier area than the “national 
health and safety.” And the Government 
has now started to define what constitutes 
the “public welfare,” and to insert itself 
into disputes in this area. ° 

Benefits have flowed from the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act, but at a price, and the price is 
something to meditate upon for the future. 

If Government is to continue to he a po- 
liceman upon the beat of industry-labor re- 
lations, and tell each side what not to do, 
eventually the policeman will go further 
and tell each side what it shall do. Here 
is the way this magazine put it in Febru- 
ary 1947: 

“If the Government simply outlaws cer- 
tain strikes, or butts into all disputes, it 


must settle the issues behind them. This 


means being the Great White Father to 
everybody. It means ultimately fixing 
wages and working conditions. If these 
are fixed, prices and profits hardly can be 
left floating loose, In an interconnecting 
economy, such government intervention 
would soon reach into almost all lines of 
business.” 

Everyone is delighted to get even a small 
taste of industrial peace, but the disturbing 
thought is that it may be the first part of a 
tie-in sale, and that later, as a part of the 
deal, we may have to take what we think 
we do no want—more and more govern- 
ment participation in the determination of 
wages and of prices. 

We think we do not want that. Or do 
we? .

Drama of the Tobacco Belt 


NIGHT RIDER, by Robert Penn Warren. (Random 

House, New York, $3.00.) 

This is a cracking good story by a 
Pulitzer-prize novelist, Robert Penn War- 
ren, based on certain happenings in Ken- 
tucky in the early 1900s. 

The novel deals with the formation of 
an association of tobacco growers, who 
seek more money for their crop from to- 
bacco buyers representing the large com- 
panies. But more specifically the story 
tells of the leaders of the association and 
the ever-increasing seriousness of the 
crimes they commit in a fruitless effort to 
strengthen the effec- 
tiveness of their 
group. 

The central charac- 
ter is a young law- 
yer, Percy Munn, and 
the step-by-step dis- 
integration of his 
character is the prin- 
cipal theme of the 
story. He becomes 
the leader of a group 
of night riders who 
destroy the tobacco 
crops of those who 
ih refuse to go along 

Robert Penn Warren with the association, 

dynamite the ware- 
houses of the tobacco companies and fizal- 
ly kill citizens who stand in their way. 
Munn loses his law practice, his wife and 
finally, a fugitive, he is trapped by soldiers 
and shot to death. 

The story moves very quickly. Each 
character, no matter how minor to the cen- 
tral action, comes alive. Warren is an ex- 
pert story-teller and this novel, his first, 
is a superior job of writing. The book 
first appeared in 1939 and is now being re- 
issued. It is more likely to attract a large 
audience today as a result. of the success 
of his second novel, “All the King’s Men,” 
which won the Pulitzer Prize.for 1946. 

Warren is a professor, poet and novelist. 
He teaches English at the University of 
Minnesota. He is also one of the founders 
and editors of the Southern Review. 

For those who missed this novel when 
it first appeared, it is well worth reading 
now, even in St. Louis’ mid-summer.

NEW YORK, Aug. 5 (AP)—The 
internationally famous Metropoli- 


tan Opera has canceled plans for 


its 1948-49 season after failing to 
reach agreement with unions rep- 
resenting its employes. 

Officers of the Metropolitan 
said union demands for wage in- 
creases could not be met. 

Asserting that the deficit for 
the 1947-48 season was $220,000, 
the opera association said: 

“To increase this deficit by 
meeting further demands involv- 
ing still higher costs of produc- 
tion would, we believe, be impru- 
dent to the point of irresponsi- 
bility.” 

Closing of the Met stunned op- 
era lovers and artists alike. Some 
did not believe the association 
would stand by its decision, which 
would mark the first time in 50 
years the Met a not presented 
a season of ope 

Final Decision Indicated. 

An association spokesman, how- 
aver, indicated the decision was 
final. 


“This business of eee drawn- | 


out negotiations with the unions | 
has been going on every year,” 
he said. “The directors think it 
is time to meet the issue.” 

The association said last year’s 
payroll nearly equalled the entire 
ticket. sale proceeds both in New 
York and on tour, and that the 
rest of the Met’s income came 
from broadcasts, recordings, con- 
cessions, contributions and other 
non-box office revenues.

There 
has been a small, disagreeable 
misunderstanding about adminis- 
tration here, but that can be wiped 
away. The clinic will be open as 
long as you need and support it.” 

Sister Kenny’s announcement 
and the parade climaxed a hectic 
two week’s period for community 
leaders here.

Truman Submits to Con- 
gress Monetary Coun- 
cil’s Report: Showing 
Total to Last Jan. 1. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP)— 
President Truman yesterday sent 
to Congress a report showing this 
country furnished $18,200,000,000 
sy postwar foreign aid up to Jan. 

’ . ‘i @ 

The report was prepared by the 
National Advisory Council on In- 
ternational Monetary and Finan- 
cial Problems. It shows the gold 
and dollar assets of other coun- 
tries dropped from $23,000,000,000 
in 1945 to $17,800,000,000 at the end 
of 1947. 

The report covers foreign finan- 
cial operations prior to the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program. It indi- 
cates that western European na- 
tions taking part in the Marshall 
plan lost more than one-fourth of 
their total reserves between the 
war’s end and the start of that 
program. 


“The consequence of this decline 
in gold and dollar balances was 
that most countries of the world 
in 1948 had inadequate resources 
in gold and foreign exchange to 
maintain Working bajJances ... for 
their note issues,” the council caid. 

It estimated the total gold and 
dollar resources of the Marshall 
plan countries last year at $7,500,- 
000,000, compared with $10,300,000,- 
000 in July 1945. 

The monetary council was cre- 
ated by the. Bretton Woods agree- 
ments act to advise the Govern- 
ment on foreign lending. Its mem- 
bers are Secretary of the Treas- 
-ury Snyder, chairman; Secretury 
of State Marshall, Secretary of 
Commerce Sawyer, Chairman 
Thomas B. McCabe of the Federal 
Reserve Board, Chairman William 
M. Martin Jr., of the Export-Im- 
port Bank, and Economic Co-op- 
eration Administrator Paul G. 
Hoffman. 


East and West Agree Intra-Europe 
Trade Is Needed. 

GENEVA, July 5 (AP) — East 
and West were unanimously 
agreed today that revival of eco- 
nomic contacts between them is 
essential to European recovery. 
The United Natio&’s Economic and 
Social Council approved a report 
of the Economic Commission for 
Europe and urged the commission 
to continue its efforts to “foster 
the development of intra-European 
trade.” 

The council in a_ resolution 
strongly indorsed the conference 
on intra-European trade and in- 
dustrial development to be con- 
vened here by the commission to 
prepare an analysis of the possi- 
bilities of European reconstruction 
through (1) development of under- 
industrialized countries and (2) 
expansion of trade between Euro- 
pean countries. 

Officials of the commission 
viewed the resolution as a hope- 
ful sign that governments of east- 
ern and western Europe are em- 
phasizing a revival of trade. Rus- 
sia’s interest in the work of the 
commission was indicated by a 
long-term lease taken by its dele- 


gation on a villa here.

Slamming

Abscessed 
Tooth Often 
Overlooked 


By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


N abscessed tooth is often the 

cause of many confusing symp- 

toms in patients and the possi- 
bility of its presence is often over- 
looked. An abscessed tooth may 
cause such symptoms-as chronic fa- 
tigue, loss of weight, anemia, 
rheumatic pains, neuralgia, etc. 
These same symptoms may be 
produced by any other type of 
chronic low-grade infection like 
infected tonsils, 
diseased gall bladder. 

Many people have the mistaken 
idea that for a tooth to be ab- 
scessed, it must have some visible 
signs of infection or decay. Ac- 
tually this is not the case as many 
badly abscessed teeth appear to 
be perfectly normal. The only 
absolutely certain way of deter- 
mining the presence of an abscessed 
tooth is by X-ray, since the or- 
dinary clinical examination by a 
dentist does not determine the 
condition of the tooth’s root. 

Question: “My six-months-old 
baby has an inguinal hernia. When 
is the best time to have it re- 
paired?” 

Answer: This baby undoubtedly 
has,a hernia that was present 
when it was born. The’ hernia 
may be*treated in two ways. 

One method of treatment is the 
use of a properly fitted support 
or truss. In some cases when the 
truss is well adjusted it results in 
the closing of the opening through 
which the hernia protrudes. This 
is somewhat uncertain, and a 
truss ig extremely difficult to 
keep clean and properly adjusted 
in a young infant. This method 
of treatment also requires con- 
siderable patience, expense, and 
time on the part of the mother. 

The preferable method of treat- 
ment is operation. The ideal age 
for a surgical repair of a con- 
genital hernia is at four years or 
older. Before the age of four the 
chances of a good result are less. 
While waiting for the proper time 
for the operation, the question of 
whether the child should wear a 
truss arises. This question can 
only be answered by the merits 
of the individual case. 

In some cases the hernia may 
become strangulated and produce 
such symptoms as pain, vomiting, 
constipation, and a lump in the 
groin. This is usually an emerg- 
ency situation and requires im- 
mediate operation for relief of 
the symptoms. Because of the 
number ot abdominal complaints

That Word ‘Salutation.’ 


NE of our readers inquires if 
(jn word salutation comes

Yes, and no. Directly “saluta- 
tion” derives from the Latin “salu- 
tation,” and goes back to 
“salut-em,” which is from salus, 
“health.” And this is the same 
root whence we have the word 
“salute.” However, it is a matter 
of first things firat. The military 
salute is not the forerunner, but 
an outgrowth of this root in 
which “salutation” also originates. 
This is how it started: 

From Salus, “health,” from 
which we have such words as 
“salutary” and “salubrious,” came 
“salute” as an expression of good 
wishes, a wish for good health, a 
greeting. Thus a kiss was formerly 
a “salute,” and the verb meant to 
greet, to hail, to welcome, For 
example: “I salute you with this 
kingly title.” Shakespeare. 

And from such good wishes for 
someone’s health or safety, such 

a greeting, the term gained its 
eailitary and naval usage, where it 
denotes not only saluting with 
the hand, but an honoring, as by 
dipping the colors, or discharging 
cannon, —

family in good standing is “saluta- 
tion,” for which our reader in- 
quires—but not a descendant of 
the military, rather its kin!

remarkably well dressed. Rich 
and varied food in unlimited quan- 
tities is served in the better res- 
taurants with a courtesy that is 
distinctly pre-war. This is not a 
special show for foreigners. There 
are almost ho foreigners here to 
witness ' it. 

Much of the fine old hill city 
of Buda and of the once de luxe 
river front of Pest is still a ghastly 
wreck. The cables of the great 
Szechenyi bridge still hang gro- 
tesquely in the Danube. There is 
hardly a wall in the city that is 
not war-pocked. Hundreds of gut- 
ted buildings still line the streets. 
But in the heart of the wreckage 
there is a life of gay frocks, su- 
Perb coiffures and the inevitable 
Sypsy music. 

Characteristically every evening 
at sunset after cool breezes have 
swept away the sweltering sum- 
mer heat,,.hundreds of Hungarians 
drift to tables at terrace cafes on 
Molotov Square. A few yards from 
the Danube, Molotov Square, de- 
spite its name, has an atmosphere 
much closer to Paris or Rome than 
to Moscow. The women are chic. 
They wear linen summer dresses 
of bright patterns. They carry lit- 
tle jewelry but their makeup is 
expert. They would brighten the 
scene at the Paris Ritz or at “21” 
in’ New York. 

But the backdrop of the most 
fashionable terrace cafe on Molo- 
tov Square iss a desolate, gutted 
building. In every direction a few 
yards away, there are buildings in 
ruins. Gloomiest of all, across the 
Danube to the west the sun sinks 
behind the grim ruin of the vast 
royal palace. It was once one of 
thé. most sumptuous residences of 
Europe (Admiral Nicholas Horthy, 
regent of Hungary; occupied only 
one wing of its 300-yard span). 
Now it is burnt out, its roof is 
gone and great shattered dome is 
a monstrosity. 

However, this tragic wreck 
broods over a city where there is
